Last year more than 6,500 
persons were tr e a te d in 
hospital emergency rooms 
for 
such 
accidents, 
a c­ 
cording to the 
U.S. 
Con­ 
su m e r 
P ro d u ct 
Safety 
Commission. Two-thirds of 
the victims were under 15 
years of age and while some 


of th e se accidents w ere 
caused by banned fireworks 
that had been illegally sold, 
the m ajority were linked to 
legal fireworks. 
In the hopes of preventing 
such accidents in Plano, Fire 
Marshal 
Bill 
Threet 
has 
re m in d e d local resid en ts 


Although it is illegal to sell fireworks within the city limits, 
several stands have been erected just outside Plano’s 
jurisdiction. This stand, located in Allen, is selling hundreds 
of fireworks every day in preparation for the Fourth of July 
celebrations later this week. Fire M arshall Bill Threet has 


issued a reminder, however, that it is illegal to discharge 
such fireworks within the city or within 5,000 feet of the city 
limits. Compliance with the city ordinance should make the 
holiday much safer, he said.

that it is illegal to “ use, 
d isch arg e, 
r ause 
to 
be 
discharged, jrnite, detonate, 
fire or otherwise set in action 
any firework.’ 
The fine for violating the 
city ordinance is not less 
than $25 nor m ore than $200. 
If the person using such 
fireworks is under 14, the 
parent or guardian of the 
child is liable for the fine. 
Threet reminded citizens 
that it is also illegal to use 
fireworks within 5,000 feet of 
the city limits. 
He stressed that fireworks 
should be used only with 
extreme 
caution, and that 
they are never safe toys for 
children. The sparkler which 
is considered by many to be 
the ideal ‘safe’ firework for 
the young, burns at very 
high tem peratures and can 
easily ignite clothing, he 
added. 
“ Young children 
should 
not be allowed to play with 
fireworks under any cir­ 
c u m s ta n c e s ,” 
he 
said. 
“They cannot appreciate the 
danger involved and cannot 
act correctly in case of an 
emergency If older children 
are 
p e rm itte d 
to 
use 
fireworks, be sure they use 
them only under close adult 
supervision. 
“ R e m e m b e r,” he said, 
“ for 
all 
their 
p atriot 
associations, 
firew orks 
present a very serious safety 
hazard, p a rtic u la rly for 
children. Deaths, blindings, 
am p u tatio n s, and severe 
burns have been all too often

Representative 
Over the past few years, 
the Department 
of Tran- 
sporation has placed over 44 
Federal Safety standards on 
motor vehicles. 
Two of 
these, I believe, are most 
unnecessary and infringe 
upon the right of both the 
automobile 
manufacturers 
and the automobile owners. 
One ot these two capricious 
standards has 
made 
it 
m andatory 
that 
an 
a d ­ 
justable headrest be in­ 
stalled in every automobile 
off the production lines. 
Yet a recent study has 
indicated that 73 percent of 
the people leave the headrest 
in the down position, ren­ 
dering 
them 
absolutely 
useless! And the overall cost 
of 
m anufacturing 
these 
devices over 
a five year 
period comes to a staggering 
$900 million dollars. 
Consumers could 
con­ 
ceivably save these un­ 
necessary costs and prevent 
the rising costs of 
1974 
automobiles, 
as 
disclosed 
just last week by Chrysler 
and as predicted by the other 
major manufacturers. 
Probably 
the 
most 
aggravating so-called safety 
feature mandated by the 
Transportation Department 
is the regulation demanding 
that all cars be equipped 
with 
seatbelt 
interlock 
systems, which prevent a 
vehicle from starting unless 
the seat belts and shouldeer 
straaps are fastened. 
It has proven to be a 
complete 
nuisance: 
for 
people 
accustomed 
to 
placing their children or 
packages on the middle of 
the seas; for the car a t­ 
tendants in public parking 
lots; for anyone trying to 
start a car in an emergency; 
for the person who has to 
suffer the effects from an 
e a r - p i e r c i n g 
b u z z e r 
malfunction; 
and 
for 


policemen who need to jump 
in a car and take off in 
chase. 


For every hazard it is 
designed 
to correct, 
it 
creates 
six 
more 
un ­ 
necessary problems. The 
worst problem of all is to 
think of what happens if a 
transistor in the car’s in­ 
terlock system wears out.. A 
car could stall or be totally 
stranded somewhere. This 
all points to the system’s 
unreliability. Based on past 
experience with electronic 
systems, over 240,000 out of 
the 8.1 million 1974 American 
made cars can be expected 
not 
to 
start 
due 
to 
a 
malfunction in the system. 
Not only is the automobile 
driver handcuffed, but also 
the automobile m anufac­ 
tu rer. 
They 
have 
been 
denied the freedom to design 
their products in the private 
sector as they best see fit. 
They are frustrated over the 
contradictory bureaucratic 
requirements that are a r ­ 
bitrary, 
unnecessary, 
and 
constantly changing. 
The 
Department 
of 
T ransportation 
fails 
to 
realize there 
must be a 
balance between technology, 
cost, and individual freedom 
in 
program m ing 
safety 
features in an automobile. 
The driver of a car should 
have the option of whether or 
not he wants to spend almost 
$200 for head rests, shoulder 
h arnesses, 
buzzers 
and 
interlocks. He may have 
been the one person who wras 
thrown clear of an accident 
and escaped death because 
he 
was 
not wearing 
a 
restraint. He may be the one 
who missed 
being pinned 
beneath 
the wheel 
and 
crippled 
because he was 
knocked clear of the impact 
of an accident. 
Big Brother Government 
is now telling us how to take 
care of ourselves in cars. 
Our individual rights are 


overlooked when people are 
reqired by law to buy or use 
a certain item. I believe that 
rights include options, and 
the seatbelt interlock system 
should be optional. I wonder 
what 
new 
aggravating 
costly, and unreliable device 
the federal government will 
force upon us next. 
I have introduced a bill to 


amend the National Traffic 
and Motor Vehicle Safety 
Act that will restrain the 
Secretary of Transportation 
from 
requiring motor 
vehicles to be equipped with 
upper torso restraints, and 
with 
flasher 
or 
buzzer 
devices or a starter interlock 
system associated with belts 
or torso restraints.
